DEATH FROM A CAT'S SCRATCH 

A Boy's Torriblo Suffering from Hy- 
drophobia. 

(New Y.nl; Tribune, June il ) 

Aii aggravated euso of hydrophobia 
lias appeared in t he village of Fori 
Hamiiton, I.. I About six weeks ago 
Peter. I. Byrnes, age I ii, living on the 
shore mail, was playing with tin- fami- 
ly Cat, wh.'ll he Was badly Kentli'lletl in 
the fare. - s h>! afterward ueleil «o 
strangely I hut she wan shot. No im 

portanee was given to Ilie hoy's in- 
jurifH ami I he scratch soon heuled. 
tin h'ritlav lust he was seized with diz 
linens and severe pains in the throat 
ami jaws. These became rapidly 
worse and delirium set in. (in Satur 
dav, when water was ottered hi in, his 
juws becatne rigid and he had severe 
paioxysniH. The physicians summoned 
declared him to bo sti tiering from hy- 
drophobic lie was treated with hy- 
podermic injections of morphia and 
was considerahl v improved yesterday. 
As the noise of the waves seemed to 
aggravate the trouble he was taken 
away from the shore. 

The boy Byrnes was taken much 
worse yesterday afternoon and had vi 
olviit convulsive paroxysms until his 
strength was entirety exhausted, and he 
died from exhaustion late in the day. 
He was attended on Saturday by l>r. 
DeMund und on Monday Dr. Vollmer, 
the surgeon at llir furl, was culled in. 
He found that hydrophobia was too 
far advanced to ha checked; the buy 
at times barked !ik« a dog, showing in- 
tense aversion to water. He employed 
every possible means to save him, but 
without avail. Dr. Vollmer said last 
evening that he did not belie /e the 
scratch of a cat, even if she wen- 
rabid, would cause hydrophobia. His 
view id' the matter was that tin? cat 
must have had a tight with a rabid dog 
and got some of the poisonous mucus 
on its claws. This view was strength- j 
ened by the appearance of the cat, 
which had scratched on its head ami 
face, as if it had had a desperate ell 
counter with some animal. There was 
never any idea entertained by the hoy 
or his friends that the cut's scratch I 
would produce any serious result, j 
Another hoy, named Despard, who I 
was scratched by the cat, was taken by 
his parents to Newark as soon as 
young Byrnes was taken ill.

SA NIT A R Y. 

It is admitted by those who arc com- 
petent to form an opinion, men for in- 
ulanutfi sioiiuected with steamboat lines 
who have a sharp' eye (o business, anil 
who constantly watch the course and dir- 
ection of travel and the points must likely 
tu attract it, that Victoria ere long will 
have a great number of visitors. Travel- 
lers uouio and go, delighted with the 
plsce and astonished at its want of accom- 
modation. The Victoria people they say, 
"'let fortunes slip through their Dngors" 
in not commencing to turn the advantages 
they have to account, "why don't, the 
newspapers write the matter up?" Tlte 
Colonist has endeavored to do this and 
hag no idea of losing sight of the subject 
until at least some movement is made of 
thin kind. The most important branch 
of the subject both to ourselves and 
others, is that which comprehends sani- 
tary matters. Firstly, Victoria is pro- 
bably the most happy-go-lucky town for its 
size oil the Pacilic coatt; it has a delight- 
ful^go as you please'-' air about it, which 
while it no doubt tends to make the visi- 
tor fool at home, also makes an unfavor- 
able'impressiou upon him in other ways. 
He observes that there are gutters on 
either side the street (especially the prin- 
cipal street) but that unlike gutters in 
most towns they are devoted to the de- 
posit of the sweepings of the stores and 
serve the purpose of a sort uf continuous 
waste paper basket. To disturb tlie.se 
sacred accumulations would be sacrilege, 
and therefore no broom is ever suffered 
to touch them, except when some dis- 
tinguished visitor looms on the horizon . 
An effort is then made at considerable ex- 
pense to reduce tilings to a stale 
of decency. A general sweeping actually 
takes place, the grass is cm down ami 
matters made presentable. Hot this is 
not the worst — in connection with the 
drain at ono end of Government street 
there is a more offensive nuisance which 
universally complained of. The gutters 
are particularly' alluded to because ob- 
structed and untidy gutters are the great- 
est tolltalo a town can have, and an ex- 
perienced traveller would at once form 
an opinion from them that other sani- 
tary matters were in an equally backward 
state, and ho would not be far wrong. If the 
three or four principal streets of Victoria 
had their garbage removed every morning, 
tho city would look fifty per cent, butter, 
because it would al leas! indie ite an t-tl'orl 
made in tho right direction. It would nf 
course cost something, and here we are 
reminded of "a lion in the way ' - it is 
whispered that the city council have got 
no money, and that they have spent it all 
oil "Jumbo." This is certainly to be re 
"retted, though there is nothing to 
deprecate in the purchase, and Jumbo, it 
iB calculated, ought to save his own cost 
in about live years. It is to be hoped, 
nevertheless, that this financial depletion 
will not be of long continuance, us there 
are two other important, sanitary mat ters 
awaiting the attention of the council, both 
of which will require money and a con- 
siderable amount of it . Our water works, 
unfortunately, are in a very unsatisfac- 
tory condition ami everybody is i plan 

ing. This mainly arises from the amount 
of vegetation, decayed and otherwise, 
which is allowed to accumulate in Heaver 
dam, and which is continually rising to 
the surface in large Moating islands. li 
is probable in the future that a new 
source of water supply will have to lie 
■ provided, but in the meantime prompt 
and energetic measures should be taken 
for the cleaning of the hike as far as prac- 
ticable, even though the money has to be 
borrowod. As for the matter of a pro- 
gresaive system of city drainage, it ap- 
pears to have slipped the memory of the 
present council altogether, and it would 
be curious to know what preparatory 
steps have been taken for ascertaining 
the best method of attaining this great 
object, or what distant prospect there is 
of a beginning ever being made in the

Captain John Hricsseu, the inventor of 
the celebrated "Monitor,'' has jusl com- 
pleted and tried another remarkable war 
chip, the "Destroyer," which, if she In- 
ns great a success as is claimed, will, 
without doubt, etlect as great a change in 
modern war vessels as did the "Monitor. ' 
It is rather remarkable that Kricssen 
udoptod in building the "Monitor" the 
revolving turret invented fully a century 
before and applied to land fortifications 
on a small scale, and at the time he ap- 
plied it actually being tested by the Brit- 
ish admiralty and not with the best re - 
suits, dust so the offensive weapon of 
the "Destroyer" is nothing but an adop- 
tion of an invention of Fulton's, enlarged 
to an enormous degree, and the li.sh tor- 
pedo used by the English government. 
The "Destroyer" is nothing more than a 
hull fitted with an extremely pow- 
erful engine, and containing one gun 
which is built into the hull projecting 
from thu bow a short distance, ami tiring, 
instead of a ball or shell through the sir, 
a torpedo through tho water, propelled 
by a charge of three hundred pounds of 
gun cotton. The weak spots of this pecu- 
liar vessel that are most apparent are two. 
The first is that the range is extremely 
limited, being only about three hundred 
yards, and Hie second that owing to the 
small size of the vessel and the peculiar 
position of the gnu it would be almost 
impossible to direct the gun in rough 
water. In fact, from these causes a 
Whitehead torpedo must he fully as 
dangerous as a shot from the "De- 
stroyer."

No public spirited Rnglislimftn, to 
whatever parly be may belong, can

3. 'in examine, by virtue of his office, 
or whenever he may be so directed by the 
Mayor and Cuuncil, or by a Police Ma- 
gistrate, or by any Justice of the Peaco 
r>f the said City, all chimneys, Sroplaces, 
hearths, ovens, boilers, furnaces, stoves, 
steampipes, stovepipes, funnels, Hues and 
all places where tires are made or kept, 
or whore ashes are kept; and also to ex- 
amine all buildings or other premises 
where gunpowder, coal oil, hay, straw or 
uther inflammable eubstancea are kept, 
or where any trade which is considered 
by the inspector of Liuildings dangerous 
as causing or increasing the liability of 
tire is carried on, and to report thereon, 
and if necessary, to notify the owner, 
lessee, occupier or party using the building 
of any defect or objoctioo thereto, or to 
the construction thereof, in any such 
stovepipe, chimney, fireplace or ashpit, 
and to direct the repair, alteration or 
discontinuance thereof as may bu consid- 
ered requisite.
